‘There wag another foreshadowing 
jwhen the jwise men from the East 


‘brought their treasures to Jesus as 
lan infant abd worshipped Him as the 
King of the Jews (Matt. ii, 1, 2, 17). 

Perhaps the deceitfulness and des- 
perate wickedness of the heart were 
never more manifest than in Solomon, 
of whom it is written: “There was no 
king like him who was beloved of his 
God, * * ® Nevertheless even him 
‘did outlandish women cause to sin’” 
(Neh. xiii, 26). His wives turned 
away his heart after their gods, and 
therefore all the kingdom was taken 
from him except the tribes of Judah 
and Benjamin (1 Kings xi, 9-13), for 
Jerusalem's sake, the city which He 
‘hath chosen, and for the sake of 
| David, His chosen servant. 

Canon Fausset thinks that the Song 
‘of Solomon repregents his first love to 

Jehovah in youth, Proverbs his ma- 
‘tured experience in middle age and 
Ecclesiastics the sad retrospect of old 
‘age, the latter giving probable evi- 
dence of his repentance. As to his som 
and successor, it may be that Solomon 
had him in mind when he wrote, 
|“Who knoweth whether the man that 
shall be after me shall be a wise man 
or a fool? Ecel. ii, 18, 19; Ps. xxxix, 
6, is always true of those who gather 
riches, “He heapeth up riches and 
knoweth not who shall gather them.” 

The way of man is, not in himself. 
It is not in man that walketh to direct 
his steps (Jer. x, 23), but the counsel 
of the Lord will stand, and He will do 
all His pleasure (Isa. xlvi, 10). Al- 
though all Israel came to Shechem to 
muke Rehoboam king, the Lord had 
purposed otherwise because of Solo- 
mon’s sin. When the ten tribes re- 
volted under Jeroboam because of Re- 
hoboam’s threats of increased oppres- 
sion by the advice of his young mer 
and Rehoboam gathered Judah and 
Benjamin to fight against Israel and 
bring the kingdom back to himself, 
the Lord sent His messenger to forbid 
Judah to fight against Israel and said, 
“Return every man to his house, for 
this thing is from me” (verses 21-24). 
It is also written in verse 15 of our 
lesson that the king hearkened not 
junto the people, for the cause was 
from the Lord, that He mght perform 
His saying which the Lord spake by 
Abijah. Had thé king listened to the 
counsel of the old men who stood be- 
fore Solomon, his father, while he yet 
lived (verses 6, 7) the kingdom might 
hfive remaned united, but it was not 
so to be. 

Rehoboam therefore strengthened 
himself in Jerusalém and reigned sev- 
enteen years in the city which the 
Lord had chosen. The priests and 
Levites in all Israel, being cast off by 
Jeroboam, resorted to him, as did also 
some out of all the tribes of Israe¥ 
who set their hearts to seek the Lord 
God of Israel and therefore came to 
Jerusalem to sacrifice unto the Lord 
God of their fathers (II Chron. xi, 
13-16; xii, 13-14). Yet Rehoboam did 
evil and prepared not his heart to 
seek the Lord. When we remember 
that those who sit on the throne of 
the Lord as his representative (T 
Chron. xxix, 23) it makes their dis- 
obedience and misrepresentation of 
Him seem all the worse. 

But what shall be said of us who 
are redeemed with the precious blood 
of Jesus Christ and who are here to 
represent Him and make His life 
manifest in these mortal bodies if we, 
instend of being separate and giver 
wholly up to Him and filled with His 
spirit, become conformed to this evil 
age and walk in fellowship with it? 
As to the Lord working out His pur- 
poses in snite of people, good or bad, 
see how He defeated the counsel of 
Ahithophel by the counsel of Hushai, 
the friend of David (11 Sam. xvii, 14). 

We are on our way to a kingdom or 
peace and righteousness on this earth, 
when the Son of David shall sit on 
\the throne of His father at Jerusalem 
jand reign not enly as King of Israel, 
} as King of kings and Lord of 
lords. We are offered a place with 
| Him in His throne and to reign witlr 
|Him (Rey. iii, 21; v, 9, 10); but, while 
jour redemption, provided at inflinite 
‘cost, is iree to us and wholly of grace, 
our position in His kingdom will de- 
pend upon our faithfulness here. 

The twelve apostles are to occupy 
twelve thrones with Him when He 
shall reign as King of Israel, but the 
privilege of the church, His body, 
shall be much greater, even as His 
bride, the true Adam and Eve over all 
{the earth (Luke xxii, 29, 30; Col. 
iii, 4).

Bermuda is one of the cleanest in- 
habited spots in the world. There is 
no level ground there, every shower 
! flushes the islands into the bays and 
the outgoing tides carry the ram 
sweepings to sea. The dust is +o 
heavy that except in a stiff breeze it 
doesn’t rise as high as the roofs of 
tne low buildings and it never reaches 
the higher grounds where sit the pic- 
| turesque villas of the winter residents. 
| There are no fresh water springs 
in Bermuda. ‘The islands depend for 
drinking water upon rain caught on 
the roofs. It is as clear as spring 
water and it never has any bad ef- 
fect on tourists. The ice, frozen arti- 
| ficially from the rain wat i, is used 
freely in the water drurk, for it is 
| as clear as the rain itseli. 

The cement roofs for catching water 
are a feature of Bermuda. Alimost 
every building has one. They show 
as white patches amid the verdure of 
the hillsides and add to the cameo 
like appearance of the towns and 
their surroundings, Even the roofs of 
the churches are designed to catch 
| water. "

LIFE IN THE LUMBER CAMPS AP. 
PEALS TO THE HABITANT. 


The French-Canadian Peasant Is a 


Personality Unequalled the World 
Over, and His WHappy-go-Lucky 
Nature Is Never so Well Suited as 
In the Winter Camp—It Means 
Money—Never Feels the Cold. 


What particular quality there is 
connected with the Canadian Habi 
tant which compels the admiration of 
every man, woman and child who 
comes into contact with tbis joyous 
spirit of the great northern forest 1s 
hard t6 explain. He is the soul of 
good nature, says one. He is happi- 
ness personified, a combination of 
rough strength and tenderness, u 
child-like being for whom the dawn- 
ing of each day opens up a new world 
of song and adventure, declare others 
Somehow one wishes it were possible 
to combine all these characteristics 
into one word which alone would 
picture the nature of this most like- 
able being about whom some of the 
sweetest songs in the world are sung 
and some of the most thrilling stories 
told 

In the valleys of Quebec all through 


the golden summer the Habitants 
live with their wives and children 
and, for all that a stranger might 
know, are but simple farmers. Al- 


ways jovial and deeply interested in 
their home life and families, to all 
appearances Jean and Pierre and all 
the rest «f them are quite contented 
with their simple country existence 
But visit these little isolated farms 
the time of the year when the 
are shortening and the first snow is 
falling and inquire for your old sum. 


mer time friends. ‘‘Gone,"’ the wives 
and little Habitant youngsters will 
tell you, smiling at your ignorance. 


gone to. the lumber 
eamps."’ Not a man who can swing 
an axe or drive a team would miss 
his winter season in the big timber 
For six long months they live in the 
broeding silence and eerie whiteness

of the great Canadian forest. By in- 
stinct, by training, they love the 
woods; they love the work, and, 


above all, they love the joyous, cre 
garious life of the camps, where 50 or 
60 men are housed under one reof 
The Habitant is by no means the re. 
served man which his lonely life on 
an isolated farm might be supposed 
to make him. On the contrary, he is 
a particularly convivial person, and 
his social instinct is ministered to by 
the life in the crowded camp; where 
the hard work in the bitter cold is 
made merry by shout and song, and 
where the long evenings are passed 
in the telling of tales and the singing 
of old Canadian roundelays as the 
men lounge in their bunks. or cather 
in groups about the roaring box- 
Stove. 

“Such a thing as a cold is absolute- 
ly unknown to the Quebee lumber- 
men,” writes Birge Harrison, who 
spent some time a winter or two ago 
in the Habitant camps, “which goes 


far to prove the theory that colds 
have nothing whatever to do with 
cold These men dress no more 


heavily than we do in the latitude of 
New York; often go bare-handed, and 
perform their ablutions in the snow, 
which freezes on one surface while it 
is melting on another. Personal 
cleanliness is not their strong point, 
however. They are washed so clean 
inside by the eternal bath of oxygen 
in which they live that they have a 
fine scorn for the condition of their 
external man. Many of them do not 


undress during the entire winter. 
Personally I was unable to attain to 
this happy disregard for physical 


cleanliness—again, perhaps, because I 
did not remain long enough in camp 
After sleeping in my clothes for a 
week I began to pine consumedly for 
a bath ; 
“Fut pork is the one article of food 


in which the Habitants put greatest 
faith. Venison--which it may be said 
grows all ‘round (iem—they recard 
as we regard bread, useful to fill in 
the chinks 

“In addition to pork the diet con- 
sists of pea soun (which is served 
by the quart), bread, apple sauce 


made of dried apples, and a rich mo- 
lasses gingerbread. I certainly saw 
nothing else on the table during my 
stay; and I can hear witness that this 
menu, which under the ordinary con 
ditions of civilized life would have 
wrecked my digestion in three days’ 
time, proved a most satisfving and 
wholesome diet out here in the woods 
The men seemed to crave no change 
of food, and they were a wonderfully 
rugged and sturdy lot. 
r the Habitant the cold is a 
neglicable quantity—unless, indeed, 
the “white” whisky at some wedding 
or christening has been served with 
too free a hand; for alcohol is more 
deadly in high latitudes than even 
in the tropics. But alcohol is never 
allowed in the camps. 

“There is one curious contradiction 
in the Habitant’s attitude towards his 


climatic surroundings. If he flouts 
the cold out of doors, he will bask 
willingly in a temperature of 90 de- 


grees inside. He will roast all night 
and be none the worse for it, appar- 
ently, in the morning. 

“When in early May, the sudden 
Canadian spring comes to melt the 
vast accumulation of snow on the 
surrounding hills, there silent rivers 
are transformed into rushing floods 
and the logs thus set free start on 
their long journey to mills on the 
shores of the St. Lawrence, 40 or W 
miles away. This ‘drive’—as it ia 
ealled—is the supreme test of the 
wonderful vitality and endurance ct 
the Habitants For two or three 
weeks they work all day submerged 
to their armpits in icy water, battling 
with the interminable processions of 
floating logs; shoving, coaxing, eas- 
ing; ¢ver watchful to prevent the 
dreaded ‘jam,’ which would tie up 
the whole harvest for a year. Then 
they lie down in their wet clothing 
to snatch a few hours’ sleep, while 


another gang continues on during the | 


night, for there must be no cessation

THE QUIVERING EARTH. 


Our Globe Frequently Trembles Like a 
Mass of Jelly. 

Among the astonishing discoveries 
that have recently been made by 
means of the delicate instruments con- 
trived primarily for the investigation 
of earthquakes vone is more surpris- 
ing than that of the existence of vast 
quiverings of the earth's crust which 
affect tens of thousands of square 
miles of surface and sometimes con- 
tinue for weeks on end. ‘These strange 
pulsations, which are called “micro- 
seisms,” are due, incredible though it 


may seem, to nothing else than the 
varying pressure of the air! 

Who could have believed that the 
seemingly solid globe could be thus 


shaken by the soft tread of the invis- 
ible powers of the atmosphere? 

But the mystery is deepened by the 
fact, which stands out clearly from the 
investigations of Dr. Otto Klotz, that 
the ocean plays a master part in the 
phenomenon. When an area of low

barometric pressure passes across the 


United States no wnicroseisms are pro- 
duced as long as the cyclone remains 
distinctly over the continent, but when 
it rushes out upon the surface of the 
ocean the needles of the seismographs 
begin to tremble. 

These = strange 
blocks of the earth's crust sé large 
that their surface, as already re- 
marked, covers tens of thousands of 
square miles. Over these immense 
areas the solid earth trembles like a 
jelly, and the motion, instead of pass- 
ing away rapidly, as in an earthquake, 
continues day after day and week 
after week, Microseisms are most 
common in winter, But whenever a 
well marked low pressure aren—in 
other words, a storm center—sweeps 
up the’ Atlantic coast from Florida to 
the gulf of St. Lawrence the trem- 
blings begin. Dr. Klotz bas shown that 
it is not the surface wind that produces 
these disturbances, but the chunge of 
Yet the winds and the tides, 


movements 


pressure, 
too, have their effects, which can be 
clearly distinguished from the true 
microseisms. 

This adds another to the many 
sources of disturbances which affect 
the stability of the earth. Every fresh 
investigation brings new proof that 
the earth {3 an astonishingly high 
strung organism, its ribs of rock, as 


rigid as steel in the interior, respond- 
ing like the strings of a harp to the 
shghtest touch. And we, microscopic 
creatures, dwell upon this globe of 
stretched and living strings.—Garrett 
P, Serviss in New York American, 
Selling a Book.

A New Death Dealer, 

The recently invented Benet-Mercter 
gun combines the rapidity of fire, 
range and effectiveness of a machine 
gun with the lightness and ease of 
action of a magazine rifle. The gun is | 
fired from a rest and is held against 
the shoulder of its operator, who can 
either fire from a sitting position or 
lying prone. The regulation cartridge 
is used in clips that hold fifty. A good 
rifleman can discharge from 300 to 500 
shots per minute if assisted in feeding 
by a man to fill the clips. The gun is 
at present undergoing a series of tests 
by army officers with a view to its 
adoption by the government.—Popular 
Mechanics.

The premier would not commit him- 
self as to his future action after the 
verdict of the jury was brought in, 
but he indicatetd that if the coroner's 
(pty, were not satisfactory in estab- 
ishing the cause of the two recent ex- 
plosions then future investigation 
would ‘be made. He stated emphati- 
cally, however, that he would not al- 
low this mine to be open until it had 
been proved to be free from other 
than ordinary danger. 

In pointing out that it would not be 
proper to appoint a commission of in- 
vestigation as asked for before the in- 
quest. Mr. Sifton explained that the 
coroner's jury was part of the crimin- 
al law, and to supersede it by an- 
other method of inquiry would be in- 
terfering with the functions it was 
given under the criminal code.

SPAIN REBUKES THE VATICAN BOTH PARTIES 


The Cortes Pass the Famous ‘‘Pad- 
lock”’ Bill by a Very Large 
Majority 
Madrid.—After a desperate attempt 
on the part of Carlists to impede its 
consideration, the Cortes recently 
passed the famous ‘Padlock bill” 
which practically separates the church 
and state and restricts tue establish- 


! 


ment of religious organizations of var-, 


ious sects. This is a notable victory 
for Premier Canalejas, obtained after 
a bitter fight. 

As originally drawn the bill prohi- 
bited the creation of further rel g.ous 
establishments in the country until the 
revision of the Concordat had been 
completed or, definite laws on the sub- 
ject passed. 

In the senate the government ac- 
cepted the amendment of Maron Sac- 
relio, limiting the period of interdic- 
tion against new congregations to two 
years. The senate passed the measure 
on November 4, the vote being 149 to 
58. The majority in the upper cham- 
ber was greater than had been antici- 
pated. Its passage in the lower house 
had been expected. 

The objection to the measure by the 
Holy See was based on the conten- 
tion that whereas negotiations were 
under way for the revision of the Con. 
cordat of 1851, Spain could not in 
good faith adopt any legislation ad- 
versely affecting the cong egations 
until these negotiations had been con- 
cluded, It was claimed that in the 
meantime the status quo was main- 
tained.

Ottawa.—The bill which Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright-is drawing u» to deal 
with the control of terminal elevators 
and which has been explained to the 
executives of the Western Grain 
Growers’ Association will, it is learn- 
ed, provide for the appointment of a 
commission of three to administer the 
existing grain and inspection act 
This commission will have — drastic 
powers to deal with the supervision 
of grain in terminal elevators and to 


prevent fraud by mixing or other 
means. The bill will also give the 
Government authority to take over 


the elevators. 

The question of the advisability of 
purchasing the elevators will be left 
in abeyanee until it is seen to what 
degree the administration of the ele- 
vators by a commission is a success. 

The farmers’ representatives, it is 
stated, while preferring that the Gov- 
ernment should have adopted, in its 
entirety, the proposal of complete 
|Government ownership and control, 
said that they would not express a 
definite opinion until the government 
plans were given a fair trial. It was 
maintained on behalf of the Govern. 
ment and department that better re- 
sults are likely to be accomplished 
through an independent commission 
than under a scheme of Government 
ownership and control, and that it 
would net be wise to undertake the 
larger scheme until control by com- 
mission has been given a fair trial.

THE MUSIC HATER. 


And the Great Things That He Misece 
In His Defect. 

What 2 puzzle music must be to 
those unfortunate people, stricken with 
spiritual cecity, to whom tbe art is no 
more than so much sound and fury, 
signifying nothing! They know that 
to others it constitutes a whole world 
or experience, yet are themselves ex- 
cluded from that world by an in- 
superable barrier. They must take it 
on faith, as the color blind must take 
the rainbow and the sunset. 


If they are bonest with themselves } 


they will admit and lament this de- 
fect of sense, accepting the unavoida- 
ble, gazing wistfully at the walls that 
separate them from a realm of whose 
glories they know from trustworthy 
report, but into which they may not 
enter. Sometimes, says the Dial, they 
are not honest with themselves, aver- 
ring the very existence of the realm 
to be a fable and those who claim its 
franchise to be self deluded, finding 
realities in what are but vain imagin- 
ings. They allow music to be sound 
more or less agreeable, but they stout- 
ly deny, although in the face of an 
overwhelming mass of testimony, that 
it has any spiritual meaning. 

The province of music ts the entire 
emotional and spiritual life, and the in- 
tellect, although a necessary philosoph- 
ical concept, is no more to be caught by 
itself than those equally necessary ab- 
stractions, the perfect pendulum and 
the economic man. Science comes near- 
est to being pure when it takes the 
mathematical form, but we cannot for-

And the relation of music to all three 
of them as surely needs no argument in 
its procf. for music is itself an art. It 
is a potent influence upon character, 
and it is of the very essence of religion. 

But, being as much more than sound 
as poetry is more than words printed 
in black ink upon white paper, the 
character of music as an art is beyond 
eavil, and any likening of its effect to 
that of food upon the palate is supreme- 
ly ridiculous. There are many, indeed, 
who would go so far as to call it the 
highest of the arts. holding with Pater 
that every art “constantly aspires to- 
ward the condition of music,” which ts 
“the true type or measure of perfected 
art.” 

if the philosophers are right when 
they urge that sympathy is the founda- 
tion of the moral life, what more re 
mains to be said in behalf of music as 
an effective influence upon conduct?

What Gluten Is. ‘ 

What is gluten’ Well, spend ten 
minutes and tind out—not all about it. 
but something about it. Obtain a 
heaping tablespoonful of white flour. 
Add u little water to it in a saucer and 
dough it into a compact ball Turo 
on the tap in the sink and let the wa- 
ter drip from your bands as you roll 
the ball between your palms. The ball 
will grow less and jess, and the water 


will be white with) starch cells held in 
suspension In ten minutes, more or 
less, the water will run clean and 


clear and you appear to bave a nodule 
of yellow, firm, vegetable gum, which 
you are tempted to call “pure” gluten. 
Become a gum chewer for once and 
keep a-chewing for a couple of hours. 
At the end of this time the quantity 
of gluten is less than when you took 
it from the hydrant. What has hap- 
pened? You have simply mechanically 
erushed and broken the gummy mass, 
exposing the infinitesimally fine starch 
eells to the moisture of the mouth and 
the washing out of the raw insoluble 
sterch bas continued, just an extension 
of the sink weshing process, with 
greater mechanical elaboration to ex- 
pose the entangled starch cell. Now 
take the piece of gluten to an analytic 
chemist. When his report comes in 
you read “starch 15 or 18 or maybe LU 
per cent, gluten 85, 82 or 80 per cent,’ 
and begin to appreciate for the first 
time what rea! gluten is. — S@-nvific 
American.
